The committee intended 
to let 
the contracts for tlie 
erection of a 
portion of the grand stand, the ad­ 
ministration 
and 
the 
custodian 
buildings. 
O w in g to the fact that only two 
bids, the Midland Bridge company 
and the Gillette-Herzogg company, 
both of Kansas City, were in, and 
that 
others 
were on the w ay to 
Secretary R ippey, it was decided 
to wait until Wednesday, w'hen all 
bids will be on hand. 
The committee will also let the 
contract next 
week for the con­ 
struction of another horse barn. 
Before adjourning, the commit­ 
tee ordered a number of reception 
chairs for the office of Secretary 
R ipp ey in the Ilgenfritz building. 
Concerning State Fair matters, 
Mr. Rippey today stated that w ork­ 
men were somewhat hampered at 
present on account of the failure of 
the arrival of bids for the construc­ 
tion of the various buildings. 
“ W hen all the contracts are let,” 
said he, “ one hundred carpenters 
will be put to work on the general 
buildings, and one hundred other 
men will be employed on the race 
course.

Theaters to Be Closed Next Sunday 
and the Sale of Drinks 
Prohibited. 


O m a h a , Neb., M ay 3 .— Mayor 
Moores promises another dry, quiet 
Sunday. Saloons and theaters will 
be closed, 
and 
drug stores may 
keep open 
only 
for the sale of 
medicines. 
Outlining his Sunday policy, the 
mayor said : 
“ There will be no liquor in drug 
stori.s next Sunday. 
I have issued 
an order to officers that druggists 
shall be allowed to sell nothing but 
medicnes Sunday. 
“ I have been told that they took 
advantage of the saloon men last 
week, and 
that the 
liquor 
trade 
was simply transferred from bars 
to pharmacy cases. 
Soft drinks 
will not be sold in the city, either. 
“ The theaters will also be closed. 
I have notified the managers that 
Sunday performances must be de­ 
clared off. 
Omaha will be quiet 
enough to satisfy the most exacting 
reformers.”

WHITES NOT UNIT NOW. 


South Caroiiua “ Safe” in Spite of 
MeLauriu, But He Trembles lor 
Some Other States 


L i n c o l n , 
Neb., May 
3 — In a 
statement 
made 
yesterday W . J. 
Bryan takes Senator McLaurin, of 
South Carolina, to task for 
what 
he declares is his political flop. 
A t the same Mr. Bryan admits 
Senator M cLaurin’s action marks 
the beginning of a movement in the 
south which will have an influence 
upon the politics of the nation. He 
says : 
“ It is not likely that Mr. Mc- 
Lauriu will be the leader of the 
move.nent, because he 
is handi­ 
capped by the fact that he is using 
his official position to misrepresent 
the views and interests of his con­ 
stituents, but some leader will arise 
to give direction and force to the 
artistocratic and 
plutocratic 
ele­ 
ment in 
every 
community, 
and 
now that the 
race 
question 
no 
longer unifies the white people of 
the southern states, it will doubt­ 
less manifest itself. 
“ Senator Tillman 
has already 
taken up the gage of battle thrown 
down by Senator McLaurin and 
will doubtless be able to marshal a 
considerable majority in that state, 
but the same influences are at work 
in 
other 
states, 
where 
there is 
greater danger of their success. 
“ The 
democratic sentiment 
is 
strong enough to resist and over­ 
come the McLaurin movement, but 
those who believe that the man is 
more important 
than 
the dollar 
will have to bestir themselves.”
